“ The construction acroaa tho backwater at Vizagapatam, of a girder bridge 
of 3 spanfl of 80 feet each with masonry piers and abutmenta, has been recently 
sanctioned at an eatitnated cost of Ra. 1,21,600. The work will be commenced 
on the Ist April 1014” 

Chapter VII, page 13&.-^Add note at the end of the first 
paragraph;— 

“Abridge baa now been built on top of the anient which haa been aon- 
Btmcted over the Nagavali river and the two roads leading from Parvatlpuram to 
Palkonda and to Giinupur, respectively, have been diverted and taken over this.” 

Chapter VII^ page 144 —'The proposed Vizianagram- 

Eaipur line — Add bhe following note :— 

“ This line baa been now opened np to Parvatipuram, a distance of 50 
milea from Yiaianagram. Beyond Parvatipuram, land extending over a length 
of about 40 milea has been acquired in 1912-1913, i.q , up to io miles beyond 
Eayagbada: but the construction of the line over this acquired porfciun baa 
not yet been commenced. 

Also ft branch of this Seotion, the Bobbili-Salur Branch Railway, has 
been opened, the distance from Bobbili to Sabir being about 11 miles along 
the line. The extension of this branch beyond Salur is under contemplation.” 

Chapter XVj page 340_, last paragraph.— Add as note : — 

“The suit was eventually compromised in the High Court of Judicature 
at Madras in the year 1913, The zamindari has now been abdicatod by the 
Raja in favour of hia eldest son, Alakaoaiayana Ga]apafcirft], ai minor, on 
who86 behalf a oivilian officer is managing the EstuLb under a trust-depd 
exeented by the Buja, Under this trust-deed, a mar aging committee haa 
been appointed, coiiBisting uf three members, viz , (I) the Raja himBslf, (2) his 
wife, the Rani Lalita Kumari Devi and (3) M R.Ry. S, Srinivasa Ayyangar 
Aval gal, High Court Yakil, Mylapore Madras. This committ^^e has power 
to appoint or discharge the trustee and to adviso and counsel him in estate 
matters.”
